In this role newspaper 
advertising performs a "very im­ 
portant function,”

Among other things, 
Michigan 
requires public accounting notices 
to taxpayers and warning notices 
to individuals. 
Tile 
former are 
published reports of governmental 
bodies or individuals who are dis­ 


charging a public trust, 
In 
Mr 
Woolfenden’s words, this type of 
notice "Is the cheapest and mast 
effective insurance the taxpayers 
can buy on the ability and integ­ 
rity of their elected officials.’’
